Initially, in the Office Action dated April 20, 2005, the Examiner rejects claims 
26 and 36 under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 6,215,505 (Minami). Claims 17-25, 27-35 and 37-44 are allowed.
